With the Accompaniment of Such 


Songs as "Onward Christian Sol- 
diers," the Roosevelt Third Party 
Movement Was Crystallized by the 
Nomination of Standard Bearers, 
Convention Then Adjourning. 


Chicago, Aug. 8.—The Progressive 


party, the official name of the new 
party adopted by the convention, com- 
pleted its ticket precisely at 7 o'clock, 
last night and nominated: 


For President—Theodore Roosevelt 


of New York. 


For Vice President—Hiram W. John- 


ion of California. 


Both nominations had been made by 


acclamation amid stormy scenes ot en- 
thusiasm. The convention had been 
In session \ since 10 in the morning. 
The delay In making the nominations 
was caused by'jexhaustive discussions 
over the platform in the committee on 
resolutions. 


Colonel Roosevelt was put In nom- 


ination by Comptroller W. A. Prender- 
gastof New York, and the nomination 
had been seconded by Judge Ben Lind- 
say of Colorado, Miss Jane Addams of 
Chicago, Alexander T. Hamilton of 
Georgia, General Horatio C. King of 
New York, Colonel T. P. Lloyd of Flor- 
ida, General John H. McDowell of Ten- 
nessee, Henry J. Allen of Kansas, ex- 
Governor Garvin of Rhode Island, 
John J. Sullivan of Ohio, and Robert 
S. Fisher of Arizona. 


Governor Johnson had been put in 


nomination by -Judge Lindsay of Colo- 
rado and the nomination had been sec- 
onded by C. S. Wheeler of California, 
James R. Garfleld of Ohio, Bainbridge 
Colby of New York, Frederick Landis 
of Indiana, Raymond Robin of Illinois, 
Gifford Pinchot of Pennsylvania. Gov- 
ernor Vessey of South Dakota, William 
Flinn of Pennsylvania, and John R. 
Clede, a negro, of Xew York. 


Colonel Roosevelt, arm in arm with 


Governor Johnson, appeared 
before 


the convention and they were greeted 
with the wildest plaudits, a very bed- 
lam of a demonstration, and formally 
accepted the nominations. The audi- 
ence cf ir,,000 souls sang the Doxology 
to the accompaniment of a baud, the 
fife and drum corps, a quartette of 
trombones and cornets, with a minute- 
gun machine banging away up in the 
organ loft, and with the benediction 
the convention adjourned. 


At that moment a great banner was 


dropped from the girders on the roof 
of the Coliseum with this legend: 
"Roosevelt and Johnson—New York 
and California—hands across the con- 
tinent. For there is neither east nor 
west, border nor breed, nor birth, 
when two strong men stand face to 
face, though they come from the ends 
of the earth." 


Religious Revivals Recalled. 


From the very first moment to the 


last -this convention has had the ap- 
pearance of a great religious revival. 
Senator Dixon and others remarked at 
the close of the scene last night:

HE SUGGESTS THE REMEDY 


Says Efficient System of Agricultural 


Education is One of Greatest 


Needs. 


Charles A. Greathouse, state su- 


perintendent of public' instruction, 
who is interested in the development 
of 
agricultural 
training in the 


schools, in his capacity both as edu- 
cator and extensive land owner and 
operator, has issued a statement in 
which he- points out the defects in 
the present system of country school 
operation in Indiana, and advocates 
reforms which he believes will make 
the schools more responsive to the 
needs of the pupil and the state. In 
his statement, Mr. Greathouse said: 


"That an efficient system of agri- 


cultural education is 
one 
of 
the 


greatest needs of our school system 
is apparentr-from every angle from 
which we view the present situation. 
We have a system of rural schools 
that has come to a condition of in- 
efficiency, so much so that it has 
attracted the attention of the na- 
iional bureau of education, the Xa- 
iional Education Association and of 
the special commission created in In- 
diana by the last session of the geu- 


assembly. This condition is 


jartieiilarly serious, because the fu- 
:ure political welfare of the nation 
x very largely dependent 
on 
the 


.raining of the more than 50 per cent. 


>t' our children who attend the town- 
hip .schools and because

She does not 
care to remain in the community in 
which she teaches longer than is nee 
essary to do the required work. If 
she can return to the city at night 
she' endeavors to do so. 


"Add to these conditions the fact 


that the farm is now in closer touch 
with the city thnn formerly and th::t 
as a result the youth has more inter- 
est and variety in his life, together 
with more opportunity to follow his 
lines of interest. It is apparent that 
the old type of country school can 
not hope to appeal to the child and 
hold him to the farm. It is interest- 
ing to note that under the present 
system there was in the township 
schools during last year less than 9 
per cent, as many pupils enrolled 
the twelfth grade as in the-eighth 
while in the cities'there was abou 
37 per cent, as many in the twelftl 
as in the eighth grade. It is appar 
ent therfore that there is great neei 
for improvement of the rural schools 


"The remedies for present condi 


tions must be sought in their cases 
We must have good buildings tin. 
will be comfortable and inviting t( 
the children, and the equipment-mus, 
be better than 
at 
present. 
There 


must be a more extensive system o 
consolidation and u more careful su 
pervision of the work. Consolidation 
alone will result in better paid, bette 
qualified teachers, with a longer per 
iod of service. The law should be si 
amended as to secure teachers more 
in sympathy with the rural schoo 
problem, so that the teachers wil 
identify themselves with the commu- 
nities in which they work. Progres 
along these lines will result 
much 


improvement. 


"Another great line of needed im- 


provement is in connection with the 
curriculum.

While the 
rural schools, and. indeed, all the 
schools of Indiana, \have benefited 
greatly by this law. it has a weakness 
in that it does not provide for the 
experienced teacher. Because of the 
wages that must be paid the young 
teacher, this piece of legislation has 
made the profession very inviting to 
teachers of little or no experience. 
But there is no scale established by 
it. enforcing the payment of minimum 
wnges to teachers with a longer ex- 
perience than three years. 
Conse- 


ouently it is possible for teachers of 
Ion? experience and careful training 
to receive the s^me wages as those 
who have been in the profession but 
three years. 


"For this reason a surplus is found 


among those entering the profession. 
but there-is a deplorable scarcity of 
mature, experienced, able men and 
women teachers. These have dropped 
out for more lucrative employment.. 
All schools have suffered, but especi- 


are properly trained to give the 
necessary instruction. At present 
the demand is greater than the sup- 
ply. As rapidly as these teachers 
can be secured they should be put 
in charge of individual schools or at 
least in supervision of the schools of 
a township. The instruction need 
not be technical in the grade.. 


"As has always been true, one of 


the greatest tasks of the elementary 
school is to teach the child the fun- 
damental principles of morality and 
good citizenship. The child needs 
some elements of liberal learning for 
his own pleasure and satisfaction in 
life. 
But there should be provided, 


m addition to these things, and with- 
out at'all neglecting them, instruc- 
tion in nature study and some of the 
principles of agriculture, and 
to 


conduct practical work, such as 
gardening, which will give a sense 
of the social value of farming and 
will interest the child more than the 
work of his elders. 
Indeed, one of 


the greatest possibilities of the work- 
is to impress on the children the im- 
portance of the farmer's work and 
the advantages and pleasures of his 
life. 


"In the hiffh school; 


ized high schools, 
can be employed. 


Is, i. e., central- 
expert teachers 
There the young 


man can learn principles of scientific 
farming and the girl receive traininc 
in domestic economy to supplement 
the home training. In many of the 
counties of the state this type of 
high school work is a reality. The 
com clubs, etc.. arouse the interest 
of whole counties and create 
a 


friendly rivalry in excellent work. 
There is no reason why the school 
should not become a center for the 
farming interest of the whole com- 
munity. Exhibitions 
and 
lectures 


would bring the parents to the school, 
thus arousing more local interest in 
the school and making it"n social 
center for the community. ' 


"But it needs to be emphasized 


that the most difficult part of 
the 


program is to readjust the teaching 
in the grades so as to meet the com- 
plex conditions. Results will be ac- 
complished slowly, but it is none the 
less imperative that an immediate ef- 
fort be made to raise the standard of 
the rural schools and make them the 
means of giving the children the kind 
of education -which is their right and 
the nation's need."

Standing on 
the veranda of the 


little White House," his summer 
icrne as governor of New Jersey, 
lanked by distinguished Democrats 
rom all parts of the country, faced 
iy the thousands -n-ho stretched'far 
tut on the level sward of the militia 
eservatton, lie painstakingly read his 
nterpretation of the Baltimore plat- 
orm and set forth bis views on some 
if the important public problems id- 
volved. The governor did not deviate 
rom his manuscript except about four 
lines, and these departures were more 
n the nature of asides than additions. 
Once, as he referred to the necessity 
or a new point of view in public af- 
airs, he added: 


"Some of the most ignorant men I 


ever knew were educated men," which 
brought a cheer. 
Another time, in 


referring to the people at large, he 
added to the sentence, "They can mas- 
er anything they have a mind to, even 
;overnment," which went .happily, and 
•when on his third diversion, as he was 
speaking about the necessity for ade- 
quate anti-trust laws, and the difficult 
ask it was, he added, "Overcoming in 
some degree the modesty of our 
courts." That brought a yell which 
ed the governor to interject, "I could 
be a great deal more interesting if I 
did not have to read it." 


AVhile the applause was frequent 


during the course of the governor's 
one-hour-and-five-minutes speech, there 
were pnly occasional outbursts of en- 
thusiasm. It was not designed for a 
welkin ringer, as a matter of fact. It 
was composed as a sober document, 
a profession of personal faith to be 
read in sober earnestness by'the en- 
tire country, as well as to be heard ti- 
the few thousands gathered at Sea 
Girt. As -such, according to every big 
Democrat seen down here, it will be 
favorably received by the country.
